Act No. 104 (H.271).  Human services; 

An act relating to administration of the Supplemental Nutrition Assistance 

Program 

This act requires the Department for Children and Families to report to the 

Chairs of the House Committee on Human Services and the Senate Committee on 

Health and Welfare within 30 days after a substantive change to the federal law 

governing the Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP) that restricts 

or improves eligibility; increases or reduces barriers or creates or eliminates 

hardships to access; or inhibits or increases benefit usage.  The act further requires 

the Department to provide the Chairs with an analysis of any anticipated 

administrative costs to the Department and impacts to SNAP applicants and 

participants as a result of the change within 90 days.
